may be paid in advance or otherwise. 



(2) All sums borrowed from the said Bank, for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 
187 shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current 
year and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are received. 
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(3) The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant 
to the authority of this By-law, as well as all the other sums borrowed in this year and any previous years, from 
the said Bank for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 187, together with interest thereon, 
all of the moneys hereafter collected or received on account or realized in respect of the taxes levied for the 
current year and preceding years and all of the moneys collected or received from any other source, which 
may lawfully be applied for such purpose.

Being a by-law to establish an Interim Tax Levy for the year 2000. 

WHEREAS, Section 370 (1) of the Municipal Act, Chapter M 45. RSO 1990 
as amended provides that the council of a local municipality, before the adoption of 
the estimates for the year, may pass a by-law levying a separate tax rate, as 
specified in the by-law, on the assessment in each property class. 

AND WHEREAS, Section 370 (3) of the Municipal Act, Chapter M 45 RSO 
1990 as amended states the restrictions on rates, where the rate on a property class 
must be set so that the amount raised does not exceed 50 per cent of the amount 
raised for all purposes in the previous year by levying of tax rates on the properties 
that, in the current year, are in the property class. 

AND WHEREAS, Ontario Regulation 602/99 sets out the method of 
calculating the 2000 interim levy for commercial, industrial, and multi-residential 
classes in Division B municipalities. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1 . That for the year 2000 the interim levy shall be calculated on the following interim 
tax rates multiplied by the applicable property assessments times 50% within the 
residential, farmland, pipeline and managed forest classes according to the last 
revised assessment roll. 

Residential/Farm .01 340994 

Farmland .00321508 

Pipeline .02684618 

Managed Forest .00282912 

2. That for the year 2000, the interim levy for properties in the Commercial, 

Industrial, Large Industrial and Multi-Residential Property classes (capped 
classes) shall be 50% of the property's 1999 final adjusted taxes. 

3. Local improvement charges for municipal drainage debenture loans, tile drainage 
debenture loans, the Bright Water System, and the Drumbo Water and 
Sewage System and the Plattsville Water and Sewage System, shall have !4 of 
the total due for the year placed on the interim bill. 

4. The said interim tax levy shall be due and payable in two installments to the 
Township office 47 Wilmot Street S. Drumbo On N0J 1G0 on or before the 

following dates: 

First Installment February 25, 2000 

Second Installment May 25, 2000

WHEREAS the Township of Blandford-Blenheim and the County of 
Oxford entered into an agreement dated December 1 , 1999 as authorized by 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim Resolution No. 8 enacted the 1 st day of 
December, 1 999 and County of Oxford By-law No. 3971 -2000 enacted the 26 th 
day of January, 2000, being an agreement that establishes that the water 
supply, treatment and storage facilities and water distribution system and the 
sewage collection system and sewage treatment facilities located within an 
Area Municipality shall be operated and maintained by the County of Oxford. 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford enacted By-law No. 3969-2000 
on the 26 th day of January, 2000, being a By-law to provide for the manner of 
levying of charges for sanitary sewer and water services in Plattsville, 
establishing the charge for each property and the method of collection being on 
the property tax bill of the Area Municipality. 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed desirable to repeal all By-laws enacted by 
the Area Municipality that relate to the collection of fees to operate the 
Plattsville Water and Sewage system. 



NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1 . By-law Number 1 707 (4.0 mill water rate) enacted the 1 th day of May, 
1 972 by the Council of the former Township of Blenheim is hereby 
repealed. 

2. By-law Number 1030-94 {water service rate) and By-law Number 
1031-94 (sewage service rate) enacted the 2 nd day of November, 

1 994 by the Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim are hereby 
repealed.

Being a By-law to amend the assessment schedules based on actual 
costs incurred for constructing the Yeandle Drain 1 999. 

WHEREAS By-law Number 1261-99 enacted the 21 st day of April, 1999, 
provided for the construction of the Yeandle Drain 1999, based on the 
estimates contained in a drainage report dated January 30 th , 1999, as 
submitted by John Kuntze, P.Eng., from the firm of K. Smart & Associates Ltd. 

The Drainage Works were completed as per the Engineer's Report, and 
the total actual costs to construct the Drainage Works was $79.961.24 . The 
Engineer's Estimated Costs to construct the Drainage Works was $92,400.00, 
less $6,695.00 (Imperial Oil) and $2,860.00 (Township Road 4) for Special 
Assessments for a Net Estimated Cost of $82,845.00. The Actual Costs for the 
Special Assessments was $1 ,774.95 for Imperial Oil and $2,631 .65 for 
Township Road 4, reducing the net actual costs to $75,554.64 for pro-rata 
purposes. The Actual cost to construct the Drainage Works was under the 
Estimated Costs by a sum of $7,290.36 or 91 .2% of the Engineer's Estimate. 

The Drainage Act, R.S.0. 1990, Section 62 and amendments thereto, 
empowers Council to amend assessment schedules to provide proper 
contributions towards the drainage works based on actual costs on a pro-rata 
basis according to the assessments in the original estimate. 

THEREFORE, Be it Enacted by the Municipal Council of The 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim:

Being a By-law to regulate the operation of motorized snow vehicles 
within the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

WHEREAS the Motorized Snow Vehicles Act, R.S.0. 1990, Chapter 
M.44, and amendments thereto, provides the authority for a Council of a local 
municipality to pass by-laws to regulate, govern or prohibit the operation of 
motorized snow vehicles within the municipality; 

AND WHEREAS Council deems it desirable to regulate motorized snow 
vehicles in built up areas, municipal parks and highways under local 
jurisdiction. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. Definitions 

(1) In this By-law; 

(a) Highway - includes a common and public highway, street, 
avenue, parkway, driveway, square, place, bridge, viaduct or 
trestle designed and intended for, or used by, the general public 
for passage of vehicles. 

(b) Motorized Snow Vehicle - means a self propelled vehicle 
designed to be driven primarily on snow. 

(c) Built up Area - means any territory in a rural area contiguous to a 
highway having a residential density as calculated in The 
Highway Traffic Act and, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing includes any town, village or hamlet so designated in 
Schedule "A" attached hereto and forming part of this by-law. 

(d) Trail means the whole of any trail established and 
maintained by a recreational organization for the use of motorized 
snow vehicles. 

2. No person shall operate a motorized snow vehicle within a built up area 
in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim, including any highways therein 
or any part or parts thereof from Sunday through Saturday between the 
hours of 1 1 :00 o'clock p.m. and 7:00 o'clock a.m. of the following day 
unless the operator is proceeding to and from their residence, a trail 
system, service station or an emergency during inclement weather. 

3. No person shall operate a motorized snow vehicle on any sidewalk, 
walkway, bicycle path or boulevard in the built up areas of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim as detailed in Schedule "A" attached hereto and 
forming part of this by-law. 

4. No person shall operate a motorized snow vehicle on any recreational 
or park land within the Township of Blandford-Blenheim without the 
written permission of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 



- Page 2 - 
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5. The maximum speed limit at which a motorized snow vehicle may be 
operated on any part of a road in any settlement area shall be in 
accordance with Section 14{1 ) of the Motorized Snow Vehicles Act, 
R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.44. 

6. Enforcement of Bv-law 

Provisions of this by-law shall be enforced by the By-law Enforcement 
officer(s) duly appointed by the Council of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim and/or a police officer(s). 

7. Notwithstanding anything contained in this By-law, this By-law does not 
apply to prohibit the operation of a motorized snow vehicle. 

(1 ) by a member of the Oxford Community Police Service, the 
Ontario Provincial Police or any other police force while engaged 
in the performance of a police officer's duty; 

(2) by an employee of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim or the 
County of Oxford while engaged in authorized duties; 

(3) by any persons engaged in a bona fide rescue or emergency 
operation under the direction of or with the authority of the 
Oxford Community Police Service or the Ontario Provincial 
Police or the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

(4) by any person involved in a special event duly authorized and 
sanctioned by the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

8. Penalties 

(1 ) Any person who is found in violation of Section 2 to 4 of this 
by-law is guilty of an offense and the procedures outlined 
herein shall apply; 

(a) That all penalties imposed by a judicial official are recoverable 
under the Provincial Offenses Act and together with such 
costs and expenses as are imposed thereunder. 

(b) The persons charged may make payment as shown on the 
Parking Infraction Notice. Payment may be made at the 
clerk's office within the days noted on the ticket of 
offense and payment shall be accepted in full satisfaction 
of the charge and no further proceedings will be taken.

Being a By-law to authorize the carrying on of a Program of Recreation 
within the meaning of Regulations under the Ministry of Tourism and 
Recreation Act, as amended, to provide for the operation, maintenance and 
management of parks and to provide for the operation and maintenance of 
Community Recreation Centres established pursuant to the Community 
Recreation Centres Act and the regulations made thereunder. 

WHEREAS the Ministry of Tourism and Recreation Act, R.S.0. 1990, 
Chapter M.35, is an Act to govern the Ministry of Tourism and Recreation, and 
to promote tourism and recreation in Ontario to residents of Ontario and other 
jurisdictions. Section 1 2 of the said Act provides that the Lieutenant Governor 
in Council may make regulations providing for and authorizing the conduct of 
recreational programs in municipalities, 

AND WHEREAS the Community Recreation Centres Act, R.S.O. 1990, 
Chapter C.22, Section 2 provides that Council may, by by-law, provide for the 
establishment, maintenance and operation of one or more community 
recreation centres in accordance with this Act and the regulations. Section 12 
of the said Act provides that the Lieutenant Governor in Council may make 
regulations prescribing the classes of grants for the facilities and outlining the 
powers and duties of municipalities as they relate to the operation and 
management of a community recreation centre. 

AND WHEREAS the County of Oxford Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.42, 
Section 130, as amended, deems that the Council of an area municipality shall 
be deemed to be a recreation committee under the Ministry of Tourism and 
Recreation Act and the regulations thereunder, and a board of a community 
recreation centre under the Community Recreation Centres Act. 

AND WHEREAS Council deems it adviseable to enact a By-law to 
recognize the community recreation centres and a program of recreation in the 
municipality. 



NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1 . Pursuant to the Regulations made under the Ministry of Tourism and 
Recreation Act, a Program of Recreation is hereby established for the 
residents of the Municipality. 

2. Pursuant to the Community Recreation Centres Act Council establishes 
the facilities outlined in Schedule "A", attached hereto, as community 
recreation centres. 

3. The Program of Recreation and the Community Recreation Centres 
established in the municipality shall be directed, managed and controlled 
on behalf of the Council of the Corporation by a Committee known as the 
Recreation Committee. 

3.1 The Recreation Committee shall meet at the first regular Council 
meeting of the month. 
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3.2 The Council of the Corporation of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim in its capacity as the Recreation Committee hereby 
authorizes the Facility Manager to manage and control the 
Community Recreation Centres located within the Municipality. 

4. The Facility Manager shall report monthly to the Recreation Committee 
regarding the Township Program of Recreation established largely by 
the user groups using the facilities in the municipality as well as the 
maintenance and operation of the municipal community recreation 
centres. 

5. The provisions of this By-law shall be deemed to take effect January 1, 
2000. 

6. By-law Number 603-85 enacted the 3 rd day of April, 1 985 and By-law 
Number 653-86 enacted the 5 th day of March, 1986 are hereby repealed.

The 
Corporation shall make annual payments of principal and interest in respect of the 
debenture(s) issued by the Restructured County of Oxford to the County on or before 
their respective due dates. 
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In each year during the currency of the debentures there shall be levied upon 
the lands and roads set forth in the attached Schedule "A" and raised by a 
special rate, an amount sufficient to redeem the principal and interest on the 
debenture(s), such amount shall be collected in the same manner and at the 
same time as other taxes are collected in each year of the currency of the 
debenture(s).

Being a By-law to amend the assessment schedules based on actual 
costs incurred for constructing the Cranberry Lake Drain 1998. 

WHEREAS By-law Number 1269-99 enacted the 7 th day of July, 1999, 
provided for the construction of the Cranberry Lake Drain 1998, based on the 
estimates contained in a drainage report dated May 29 th , 1998, and an 
additional report entitled "Addendum Number 1" dated May 9 th , 1999, as well as 
Sections 65 for Consent Applications Number B-28/99 (Down) and B-34/99 
(Ede) as submitted by John Kuntze, P.Eng., from the firm of K. Smart & 
Associates Ltd. 

The Drainage Works were completed as per the Engineer's Reports, and 
the total actual costs to construct the Drainage Works was $67,074.29 . The 
Engineer's Estimated Costs to construct the Drainage Works was $75,100.00, 
less $2,780.00 for Imperial Oil and $12,220.00 (Township Road 4 and 
Blandford Road) for Special Assessments for a Net Estimated Cost of 
$60,100.00. The Actual Costs for the Special Assessments was $3,448.34 for 
Imperial Oil and $11,114.84 for Township Road 4 and Blandford Road, 
reducing the net actual costs to $52.510.81 for pro-rata purposes. The Actual 
cost to construct the Drainage Works was under the Estimated Costs by a sum 
of $7,589.19 or 87.37% of the Engineer's Estimate. 

The Drainage Act, R.S.0. 1990, Section 62 and amendments thereto, 
empowers Council to amend assessment schedules to provide proper 
contributions towards the drainage works based on actual costs on a pro-rata 
basis according to the assessments in the original estimate.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1313-2000 

Being a By-law requiring the licensing of dogs and for imposing a licence 
fees on the owners of them and for regulating the running at large of dogs 
within the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

WHEREAS the Ontario Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter M.45, 
Section 210, Subsection 11, provides the authority for Councils of local 
municipalities for licensing and requiring the registration of dogs and for 
imposing a licence fee on the owners of them. 

AND WHEREAS Section 210, Subsection 13 of the said Act provides 
the Authority for Councils of a local municipality to regulate the running at large 
of dogs in the municipality, for seizing and impounding and for killing, whether 
before or after impounding, dogs running at large contrary to the by-law and for 
selling dogs so impounded at such time and in such manner as is provided by 
this by-law. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

SECTION 1 - DEFINITIONS 

1 . 1 This by-law may be cited as 'The Dog By-law". 

1 .2 "Act" means the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1 990, Chapter M.45 as may be 
amended from time to time. 

1 .3 "By-Law Enforcement Officers)" means a person or persons empowered 

by the Municipal Council to enforce the various by-laws of the Township 
and to carry into effect the provisions of any Act of the Legislature to be 
enforced by the Municipality; 

1 .4 "Provincial Offences Officer" means the By-law Enforcement Officer 
of the Township. 

1 .5 "Dog" means a male or female dog after it has been weaned from its 
mother. 

1 .6 "Owner" of a dog includes a person who possesses or harbours a dog, 
and "owns" and "owned" have a corresponding meaning. 

1 .7 "Kennel of Dogs" means registered or eligible for registration with an 
association incorporated under the Animal Pedigree Act (Canada). 

1 .8 "Regulations" means the regulations passed pursuant to the Act. 

SECTION 2 - LICENCE FEE 

2. 1 Every owner of a dog or dogs in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
immediately upon becoming such owner shall cause such dog or dogs 
to be licensed in the office of the Tax Collector, of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim. Licenses shall be renewable annually on the first 
day of January of each and every year. 
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2.2 The license fee applicable thereto which is hereby imposed on such 
owner is as follows: 

2.2.1 For every dog $15.00 

2.2.2 The owner of a Kennel of Dogs $35.00 

2.2.3 An additional $5.00 fee shall be imposed to the rates outlined in 
Sections 2.2.1 and 2.2.2, after April 1 st of each year. 

SECTION 3 - DOGS RUNNING AT LARGE 

3.1 No person shall allow the running at large of a dog, or dogs within the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim. A dog or dogs shall be deemed to be 
running at large when found in any place other than the premises of the 
owner of the dog and not under the control of any person. 

3.2 A dog which is found running at large contrary to the provisions of 
Section 3.1 of this By-law may be seized and impounded by the action 
of the Provincial Offences Officer, through the canine control officer or 
organization designated by the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

3.3 The Provincial Offences Officer of the Township at any time may direct 
that a dog be killed if such dog is found running at large and such dog 
cannot be seized and impounded by the action of the Provincial 
Offences Officer, through the canine control officer or organization 
designated by the Township of Blandford-Blenheim to pick up dogs 
running at large. 

SECTION 4 - PENALTIES 

4.1 Any person who contravenes any provisions of this By-law is guilty of 
an offence and upon conviction is liable to a fine or penalty as provided 
in the Provincial Offences Act. 

4.2 That all penalties imposed by a judicial officer are recoverable under 
the Provincial Offenses Act and together with such costs and 
expenses as are imposed thereunder. 

SECTION 5 - DOG OWNER'S LIABILITY 

5.1 The owner of a dog is liable for damages resulting from a bite or attack 
by the dog on another person, and the proceedings referred to in the 
Dog Owner's Liability Act, R.S.O. 1990, Chapter D.16. 

SECTION 6 -OTHER 

6. 1 By-law Number 1 000-93 enacted the 1 st day of December, 1 993, is 
hereby repealed.

Being a By-law to regulate noise within the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim. 

WHEREAS pursuant to Section 210, Subsection 138 of The Municipal 
Act, R.S.0. 1990, Chapter M.45, and amendments thereto, the Council of a 
local municipality is empowered to pass by-laws for prohibiting or regulating 
noise within the municipality. 

AND WHEREAS Council has deemed it expedient and necessary to 
regulate and govern unusual noise or noises likely to disturb the inhabitants of 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1 . That no person shall ring any bell, blow or sound any horn or cause the 
same to be rung, blown, or sounded, shout or create, cause or permit 
any unusual noise or noises likely to disturb any other inhabitant. 

2. That, for the purpose of and not so as to limit the generality of Section 

1 , the following noises or sounds shall be deemed to be unusual noises, 
or noises likely to disturb an inhabitant, namely: 

2.1 The sounding of any bell, horn, siren, or signal device for an 
unnecessary or unreasonable period of time; 

2.2 The sound or noise from or created by any radio or phonograph, 
public address system, sound equipment, loud speaker, or other 
similar producing instrument of whatever kind, when such device 
or instrument is played or operated in such a manner or with such 
volume as to annoy or disturb the peace, quiet, comfort or repose 
of any individual in any dwelling house, apartment house, hotel, 
motel, or any other type of residence; 

2.3 Any noise made by any domesticated pet which unduly disturbs 
the peace, quiet, comfort and repose of any individual in any 
dwelling house, apartment house, hotel, motel or any other 
residence; 

2.4 Any noise arising between the hours of 1 1 :00 o'clock in the 
afternoon of any day and 5:00 o'clock in the forenoon of the 
following day from any excavation or construction work 
whatsoever, including the erection, demolition, alteration or repair 
of any building or structure authorized by the Corporation, except 
in case of urgent necessity and then under a permit from the 
Building Inspector of the Township. 

2.5 The noise or sound created by the use or operation of any drum, 
horn, bell, radio or mechanical loudspeaker, or other instrument 
or device or sound-producing, or sound transmitting instrument or 
apparatus for the purpose of advertising or for attracting attention 
to any performance show or sale or display of goods, wares or 
other merchandise or which projects noise or sound into any 
street, roadway or other public place;

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2. 2.6 The noise or sound created by the use or operation of any radio 

or mechanical loudspeaker or amplifier or other instrument or 
device or sound-producing or sound-transmitting instrument or 
apparatus, in or upon any vehicle except for such time and under 
such conditions as may be approved by the Council of the 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim; or, 

2.7 The noise or sound caused by the discharge of any gun or other 
fire-arm, air gun or spring gun or any class or type thereof, 
provided that this shall not apply to peace officers in the 
performance of their duties. 

3. That none of the provisions of this by-law shall apply to the following, 
namely: 

3. 1 The use in a reasonable manner of any apparatus or mechanism 
for the amplification of the human voice or of music in a public 
park provided permission has first been obtained from a duly 
authorized representative of the Township; 

3.2 Any band or any parade operating under permission first obtained 
from a duly authorized representative of the Township; 

3.3 Any vehicle of a law enforcement agency or fire department or 
ambulance or any public service or emergency vehicle while 
answering a call; 

3.4 The ringing of bells in connection with any Church, Chapel, 
meeting house, or religious service, or ringing of fire alarms or 
burglar alarms; 

3.5 Normal activities and operations of any farming operation in any 
'AV, 'A2', and 'D* zones, as defined within the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim Zoning By-laws. 

3.6 Normal activities of industry in any 'M' zone, as defined within 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim Zoning By-laws. 

4. PENALTIES: 

That the following penalties shall apply: 

4.1 Any person who contravenes any provisions of this By-law is 
guilty of an offence and upon conviction is liable to a fine or 
penalty as provided in the Provincial Offences Act. 

4.2 That all penalties imposed by a judicial officer are recoverable 
under the Provincial Offenses Act and together with such costs 
and expenses as are imposed thereunder. 

5. That By-law Number 991 -93 enacted the 20 th day of October, 1 993 is 
hereby repealed.

DEFINITIONS: 

A) Employer: 

The Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 

B) Employee: 

Any person in the employ of the Employer and as defined by the 
Employment Standards and Revenue Canada legislation and regulations. 

C) Full-Time Employee: 

Any employee who works a minimum of 80% of the standard work week 
(that is in effect for each respective Department) on a continuing basis 
and whose status has been declared "full-time" by the Department Head. 

D) Part-Time Employee: 

Any employee who is not full-time but who works on a regular basis. 

E) Casual Employee: 

Any employee whose employment is not on a regular basis. 

F) Probationary Employee: 

Any employee who has not completed a minimum of sixty-five 
consecutive working days of service from the Established Date of Hire. 
See General Section, 15.2. 

G) Retired Employee: 

Any person who retired from the employ of the Employer was receiving 
the group benefits listed herein on the date of retirement, is a minimum of 
55 years of age and has a minimum of 15 years service with the 
Employer. 

H) Temporary (Contract) Employee: 

Any employee hired by the Employer to do a specific task for a 
specified duration. 

I) Student Employee: 

Any employee whose employment is temporary and who is attending or 
will be returning to school. 

J) Credited Service: 

Recognition for previous experience. 

K) Date of Hire: 

The date the employee commenced employment with the Employer. 

VACATIONS WITH PAY 

1 .1 All Full-time employees shall be granted an annual vacation with pay according 
to time of service, including credited service as determined on their Date of Hire, 
or when full-time status was recognized, as follows: 

(1 ) Employees completing one (1 ) year of continuous service, 
shall receive two (2) weeks' vacation with pay. 
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(2) Employees completing five (5) years of continuous service 
shall receive three (3) weeks' vacation with pay. 

(3) Employees completing ten (10) years of continuous service 
shall receive four (4) weeks' vacation with pay. 

(4) Employees completing fifteen (15) years continuous service 
shall receive five (5) weeks' vacation with pay. 

(5) Employees completing twenty-five (25) years continuous 
service shall receive six (6) weeks' vacation with pay. 

(6) The Corporation observes the calendar year for holiday 
periods (vacation), after the year in which the employee was 
hired. 

(7) Employees are entitled to the appropriate vacation after the anniversary 
date of the Date of Hire has been observed. 

(8) Employees may take vacations with pay any time during the 
current calendar year up to the maximum allowed based on the 
anniversary date of the employee, however, the Corporation 
shall deduct unearned vacation pay from all Employees in the 
event that employment is terminated before the vacation is 
earned. 

1 .2 An employee who has vacation earned and not taken in the calendar 
year in which they earn it, may postpone it for use in a subsequent year 
subject to obtaining approval of the Council of the Corporation. Such 
request shall be in writing prior to December 1 st in the year during which 
such vacation credits were earned. There shall be no cash-in-lieu of annual 
vacation except as provided for under the Employment Standards Act. 

1 .3 In case of the death of an employee, the employee's beneficiary or estate shall 
be entitled to receive such vacation pay as may stand to the credit of the 
employee, 

1 .4 Part-Time employees shall receive vacation pay for the entire calendar year, 
provided the anniversary date has been completed, in the year preceding, in 
accordance with the following: 

Anniversary Date 

- Established date of Hire to 5 years and Part thereof - 4% 

- 5 years and Part thereof to 10 years and Part thereof - 6% 
- 1 years and Part thereof to 1 5 years and Part thereof - 8% 

- 1 5 years and Part thereof - 1 0% 

1 .5 Casual, Temporary (Contract) and Student employees will receive vacation 
time and pay in accordance with the Employment Standards Act 

STATUTORY ■ PAID HOLIDAYS 

2.1 The Plan provides that all Full-time employees shall receive the following as 
recognized paid holidays: 

New Year's Day Thanksgiving Day 

Good Friday Remembrance Day 

Victoria Day Christmas Day 

Canada Day Boxing Day 

Civic Holiday One Floating Holiday 
Labour Day 
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Date of Floating Holiday to be determined by the employee, with the consent of 
the Department Head. 

2.2 If any of the above Holidays fall on a Saturday or Sunday, the Monday and/or 
Tuesday subsequent to the holiday shall be observed as the holiday. 

2.3 Casual, Part-Time, Temporary (Contract) and Student employees shall be 
entitled to holiday pay as prescribed by the Employment Standards Act. 

SHORT TERM - INCOME PROTECTION PLAN 

3.1 The Plan provides that all full-time employees who have completed their 
probationary period and are unable to perform their duties due to non- 
occupational illnesses or injury shall be entitled to income protection in 
accordance with the following schedule: 

All Full-Time Employees: 75% of normal earnings for the first three (3) days. 

On the fourth (4 th ) day of illness, the following plan 
would take effect:

3.2 The short term income protection for any or all non-occupational illnesses or 
injuries will be up to a maximum of 1 7 weeks from the date of the disability for 
each or any incident, with no limits within any one calendar year. 

3.3 Employees who are absent on account of non-occupational illnesses or injuries 
must report to their Department Head during the first day of absence, and where 
the absence is in excess of three consecutive working days, the employee, at 
the discretion of the Department Head, shall not be entitled to income protection 
unless a certificate from a qualified medical practitioner is provided to the Depart- 
ment Head. The Employer reserves the right to request an examination by a 
medical practitioner designated by the Employer at any time during the absence. 

3.4 When an employee has been granted pregnancy and/or parental leave or any 
other leave of absence without pay, the Short Term Income Protection Plan shall 
not apply during the period of leave of absence except as provided under the 
Ontario Employment Standards Act. 

3.5 When an employee is covered under the Short Term Income Protection 
Plan, all benefits shall be continuous and deducted in the usual manner 
so that the employee will retain all benefits. These benefits shall include 
regular vacations, but not paid holidays. If a paid holiday falls within the 
period of sick leave, the employee shall be paid at the percentage rate 
to which he or she is entitled. 

3.6 The Short Term Income Protection Plan cannot be substituted while an 
employee is on an approved vacation or during a paid holiday. 
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WORKPLACE SAFETY AND INSURANCE 

4.1 An employee absent due to an occupational illness or injury and who is 
in receipt of Workplace Safety and Insurance benefits, may request the 
Employer to make up the difference between the amount of 
compensation paid and their salary. The Employer shall make up the 
difference in salary, if any, in accordance with the Short Term Income 
Protection Plan outlined in Sections 3.1, 3.2 and 3.5. 

CANADA PENSION PLAN 

5.1 The Employer participates in a pension plan under the provisions of the 
Canada Pension Plan. 

5.2 it is a condition of the Canada Pension Plan that each employee belong. 
Employee payments, as required by the plan, will be by payroll deduction. 
The Employer will also make their required contributions to the plan 

in providing a retirement pension. 

O.M.E.R.S. PENSION 

6.1 The Employer participates in a pension plan under the provisions of 
the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System Act. 

6.2 It is a condition of permanent employment with the Employer that each 
full-time employee becomes a member of the Ontario Municipal 
Employees Retirement System (O.M.E.R.S.), contributing payments, as 
required by the Act, by payroll deduction. The Employer will contribute 
an equal amount to the fund in aid in providing a retirement pension. 

6.3 As defined by O.M.E.R.S., "Other than Continuous Full-time Employees" 
are eligible, on a voluntary basis, to join the plan if during each of the 
two immediately preceding calendar years they have worked at least 700 
hours, or earned at least 35% of the Year's maximum Pensionable 
Earnings (YMPE) as defined under the Canada Pension Plan. 

GROUP LIFE INSURANCE and ACCIDENTAL DEATH AND DISMEMBERMENT 
fA.D.&D.) 

7.1 The Plan provides that all full-time employees are required to participate in the 
Group Life Insurance and A.D, & D. Plan in accordance with the terms and 
conditions set forth in the Master Policy which will provide life insurance and 
A.D.&D. on the employee to the extent of one and one-half times their annual 
salary calculated to the next higher $1 ,000.00. 

7.2 The Plan provides for life insurance for Dependents. 

7.3 The premium cost for Group Life Insurance and A.D. & D shall be 100% 
paid by the Employer. 

7.4 The Plan provides that all Retired Employees are required to participate 
with the Dependent Life provisions as well as the Group Life Insurance 
and A.D. & D. Plan as provided for full-time employees to the extent of 
Fifty Percent (50%) of one and one-half times his or her annual salary on 
the date of retirement, calculated to the next higher $1 ,000.00. 

7.5 The Retired Employees Group Life Insurance and A.D. & D. Plan will end when 
the employee reaches 65 or 5 years from the date of retirement, whichever 

is earlier. 
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7.6 For details refer to the Group Insurance booklet. 
GROUP DENTAL AND MEDICAL INSURANCE PLANS 

8.1 The Employer participates in a Group Dental and Medical Insurance 

Plan, which includes a Drug Plan, Extended Health Care and Vision Care, and 
assumes 1 00% of the cost of the premiums. There are no deductibles. 

8.2 It is a condition of permanent employment with the Employer that each full-time 
employee join these plans, unless the employee elects to file a valid exemption 
certificate. 

8.3 The Plan provides that all Retired Employees are required to participate in the 
Group Dental and Medical Insurance Plan, which includes a Drug Plan, 
Extended Health Care and Vision Care as provided for Full-time employees. 

8.4 The Retired Employees Group Dental and Medical Insurance Plan, which 
includes a Drug Plan, Extended Health Care and Vision Care will end when 
the employee reaches 65 or 5 years from the date of retirement, whichever 
is earlier. 

8.5 For details refer to the Group Insurance booklet. 
LONG TERM DISABILITY 

9.1 The Employer agrees to pay 100% of the billed premiums of Disability Insurance 
offered by the Employer's Insurance Company. The basic benefits are as 
follows: 

9.2 The Plan provides for all full-time employees, who have completed their 
probationary period, to be eligible to apply for a long term disability benefit. After 
a qualifying period of 119 calendar days of continuous disability, the employee 
will be eligible for Long Term Disability payments in the amount of 75% of their 
monthly earnings rounded to the nearest dollar, on date of disability to a 
maximum of $6,000.00 per month subject to the contractual terms and eligibility 
requirements as stipulated in the insurance company's master contract. 

9.3 The Insurance coverage outlined above is described in detail in a booklet 
prepared by the Employer's insurance Company and is available to each 
full-time employee from the Administration Office. 

9.4 An employee who is receiving payment under the Long Term Disability Plan 
shall not accrue vacation. 

9.5 If an employee is on Long Term Disability, his or her benefits shall be 
maintained by the Employer where applicable for as long as the employment 
status is maintained. 

9.5 If an employee is on Long Term Disability, his or her status of employment with 
the Employer shall be reviewed by the respective Department Head and the 
Council after 24 months from the last day worked. 

PREGNANCY AND MATERNITY LEAVE 

10.1 All employees who qualify in accordance with the Employment Standards Act, 
will be eligible for pregnancy and parental leave. 
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1 0.2 Pregnancy leave enables pregnant women to take 1 7 weeks of unpaid leave 
from work. They may choose to take less time or, in special cases, the leave 
may be longer. 

10.3 Parental leave enables natural or other new parents up to 1 8 weeks of unpaid 
leave from work. This leave must start no later than 35 weeks after the baby is 
born or the child first comes into their custody, care or control. 

Both parents are entitled to this leave. Parental leave is not part of pregnancy 
leave and must be taken all at once. 

10.4 A birth mother can take both pregnancy leave and parental leave for a total of 
35 weeks off work. 

10.5 The Employer shall grant leave of absence without pay to a pregnant employee 
who has been employed for a minimum of thirteen (1 3) weeks prior to the 
employee's date of delivery. If the baby is born earlier, the employee is still 
eligible for pregnancy leave because her date of delivery was at least 1 3 weeks 
after she started her job. 

10.6 Pregnancy leave can be taken at any time during the 17 weeks before the baby 
is born. The leave starts at a time determined by the employee. Pregnancy 
leave must be taken all at the same time. 

10.7 An employee must give two (2) weeks notice in writing together with a medical 
certificate estimating date of delivery when requesting a pregnancy leave of 
absence. The notice should also include the estimated date when the employee 
intends to return to work. If no date is given, then the Employer will assume that 
the employee intends to take the full 17 weeks. Where the employee decides to 
change her plans, she must give the Employer at least four (4) weeks notice 
before the change is to happen. 

1 0.8 In cases where the baby is born earlier than the estimated date of delivery, the 
employee is expected within a two (2) week period following birth, to provide the 
Employer with: 

• a letter from her doctor saying when the baby was due and when it was born, 

• written notice confirming the date her pregnancy leave began. 

10.9 An employee must give two weeks written notice in writing stating the date when 
he/she plans to start a parental leave. The employee may also include the date 
when he/she plans to return to work. Where the employee decides to change 
his/her plans, he/she must give the Employer at least four (4) weeks notice 
before the change is to happen. 

10.10 Pregnancy and Parental leave of absence shall be without pay and without the 
other benefits set out in this policy except as follows: 

• Service and vacation credits shall continue to accumulate. 

• The Employer shall continue to pay its share of premiums for all benefits and 
the employee shall pay his/her required share, if any, to the Employer, for 
such continuance. 

10.1 1 Periods of pregnancy or parental leave will not be counted towards completion of 
probationary periods of employment. 

10.12 If employees have any questions about Employment Insurance benefits while on 
leave, they should contact the Human Resources Development Canada office. 
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BEREAVEMENT LEAVE 

11.1 An employee will be granted leave of absence without loss of pay in order to 
make the necessary arrangements for and to attend the funeral of members of 
their family for up to the maximum number of days set forth in the following 
schedule: 

A) 3 days in the event of death of a spouse, child, father, mother, sister, 
brother, mother-in-law, father-in-law or grandchild of the employee. 

B) 2 days in the event of a death of a grandparent, son-in-law or 
daughter-in-law of the employee. 

C) 1 day in the event of a death of an uncle, aunt, first cousin, 
brother-in-law, sister-in-law of the employee. 

D) 1 day to serve as pall bearer. 

JURY DUTY 

12.1 If an employee is required to serve as a juror or as a witness, they shall not lose 
any pay because of such attendance provided that the amount received for such 
service or attendance is repaid to the Employer. The employee shall produce 
proof of service upon their notification that they will be required to attend. 

EDUCATIONAL COURSES 

13.1 All Full-time employees who wish to participate in study courses related to their 
work and who are seeking tuition reimbursement shall apply in writing to their 
Department Head prior to enrolling in a course. Approval of tuition 
reimbursement will be at the discretion of the Department Head. 

If approved: 

(1 ) Payment for the course must be made directly by the employee. 

(2) The Employer will reimburse the employee upon proof of successful 
completion of each course. 

(3) The employee must be prepared to sign an agreement to return all or a 
portion of the sum paid by the Employer if the employee terminates the 
position within one year of their successful completion of the course. 

(4) The Employer will provide leave of absence to a maximum of one week 
per year, without pay, and without loss of benefits, for the purpose of 
writing examinations for any course approved and authorized, provided 
that such leave does not conflict with the Employer's right to maintain 
efficiency, and further, that the examinations cannot reasonably be tried 
or written at a time outside normal working hours. 

LONG SERVICE AWARDS 

14.1 All Full-time employees at the time of retirement or termination of employment 
will receive a plaque from the Employer recognizing the employees service. 

14.2 All Full-time employees after ten (10) years of continuous service at the time of 
retirement or termination of employment will be recognized with a presentation 
gift valued at not less than $100,00 nor in excess of an amount calculated at 
$10.00 for each year of service. 
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14.3 All Full-time employees after twenty-five (25) years of continuous service shall 
receive an engraved wrist watch recognizing the Employer and employee. 

1 4.4 Part-time employees may receive recognition at the time of retirement or 
termination of employment at the sole discretion of the Employer. 

GENERAL 

15.1 Hirings, terminations, leave of absence or whenever salary is paid for a part of a 
month, it will be calculated on the number of working days in that month. 

15.2 All new employees shall serve a probationary period to be determined at the 
time of hiring. 

15.3 All employees, at the time of hiring, may receive fair recognition for past 
experience when determining credited service for placement on the Employment 
Classification and Salary Range, and for short term income protection and 
vacation credits. 

1 5.4 Ail questions or circumstances not covered by the above should be referred to 
the Employer. 

1 5.5 The conditions of this Policy shall take effect on the date of adoption by the 
Employer. 

1 5.6 The County of Oxford has changed insurance carriers in the past and if this 
occurs the Township may acknowledge approval of the change, by resolution, 
and shall notify all employees of the change in carriers.

(d) moneys paid under subsection 61 (3) of the Act; and 

such debentures shall be made payable within a term not to exceed five (5) years 
from the date of the debenture(s) and shall bear interest at a rate to be established 
by the County at the time such debenture(s) are issued. 

The Restructured County of Oxford shall handle the sale of such debenture(s).

3. The Acting Head of Council has and may exercise all the rights, powers 
and authority of the Head of the Council.

Blenheim deems it necessary to amend Schedule A to By-law No. 1250-98. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1 . That the following definitions be added to the Interpretation section 1 . (1 ) of 
By-law No.1250-98. 

m) "commercial motor vehicle" means a motor vehicle having permanently 
attached thereto a truck or delivery body and includes ambulances, 
hearses, casket wagons, fire apparatus, buses and tractors used for 
hauling purposes on the highways; 

n) "heavy truck " means a commercial motor vehicle, having a weight 
when unloaded of 4.6 tonnes (4,600 kilograms) or more, but does 
not included a passenger vehicle, an ambulance, or a vehicle of the 
Police or Fire Departments.

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim deems it advisable to amend By-Law Number 466-82, as amended. 

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim, enacts as follows: 



That Schedule "A" to By-Law Number 466-82 as amended, is hereby amended 
by changing to R3-3 the zone symbol of the lands so designated R3-3 on 
Schedule "A" attached hereto.

13.3.3.2.1 For the purposes of this By-Law, the lands zoned R3-3 shall be 
considered as a separate lot for the purposes of determining zone 
provisions. 

13.3.3.2.2 LANDSCAPED OPEN SPACE: 

Minimum 27%

13.3.3.2.4 EXTERIOR SIDE YARD: 

Minimum width 6.7 metres 

13.3.3.2.5 SETBACK:

13.3.3.2.6 That all the provisions of the R3 Zone as they apply to an 
apartment dwelling house in Section 13.2 to By-Law Number 466- 
82, as amended, shall apply, and further that all other provisions 
of By-Law Number 466-82, as amended, that are consistent with 
the provisions herein contained shall continue to apply mutatis 
mutandis."
